SAVING IN TIMIJEK AKD LAUOR WITH ADVAN- 


TAOJCS CJ.AIMKD IN' DUKAI1IL1TV AND SAFETY. 
It is seldom ftu event of every-day occur- 


rence like the launching of ft vessel attracts 
HO Inrgo a conipnuy as was gathered at East 
BoKtou to witness the christomng of the 
new schooner Williani G. .Shfttlucb, built by 
Hon. 
Nehr-iniah Gibson nnd named for ft 


protniiicnt citixcn of tlio Island Ward. 
It 


was the novelty attached to the design and 
manner of conn trusting the vessel which led 
several gentlemen, including a number of 
tho former associates of ex-Alderniau 
Gib- 


son in Iho City Government and sbip- 
iniisterK, to accept his invitation to the 
launching of the vessel, in the construction 
of which hu bus adopted ft new principle, 
which, if successful, will doubtless modify 
the system now in general use. Tho launch 
occurred at twenty nsimitts past three and 
was highly successful, affording a delightful 
experience to about n, hundred and fifty 
^entlc-inrii and Indies who were on board. 


Tho peculiarity in the vessel is that she is 


milt without a frame, the hull being laid up 
n sections nnd (jolted together. 
She is ll'ii 


"ect (I iuclujs long on 
tho keel, i;>^ feet ou 


deck, lins ;!- fuet <! inches breadth of beam, 
»jd J'J feet 2 inches dt-pth of hold, with 4 
uchcs dead riso at hnlf floor, and will 
mcftsure about ;>UO tons. 
She has n long. 


;l;arp bow, with ft raking stein, ail upright 
itc-rn juwt. and ft full, rounded body indica- 
.ing large capacity and buoyancy. Her keel 
H of hard piue, ll'xll inches: she has three 
depths of midship keelsons, each 12 inches 
square, and assistant keelsons of 10x12 inch- 
es. .From the keel to the deck she is built 
of single logs of tjpruce, each 12 inches wide 
aud varying in thickness from 12 to (»inches 
from the keel to tho deck. These are placed 
ono upon another nnd bolted together nvery 
sis inches, the bolts one inch in diameter 
find three feet long. 


The garboards arc boiled alternatively 


through the keel aud each other. 
On the 


flfit of the floor she has timbers 7x12 inches, 
jolted to the bottom aud ceiled with three 
!uch plunk, nnd the.se are the only timbers 
n )nr with tho exception of the deck beams. 
SLo is 12 inches thick throughout, and her
